DREYFÜS IS GAINING. 


His Case Further Strengthened oa 
Saturday* 


HDCH EVIDENCE GIVEN IN HIS FAVOR. 


Some of It WiiB of a C haracter • • t« 
Make 
M crcler, Gonse, Roffct 
and Other G eneraU W ince 
P erceptibly. 


Bennes, Sept. «.—There was a largt 
attendance and a big num ber of gen- 
erals at the Lycee Saturday morning 
a t the opening of the last session of the 
fourth week of the second trial by 
court-m artial of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, 
charged w ith treason. 
The 
interest 
centered in the testim ony of Maj. H art­ 
mann, of the artillery, which was inter­ 
rupted by the adjournm ent 
of 
the 
court Friday. The m ajor, who has done 
great service for the defense, resumed 
his im portant deposition regarding ar­ 
tillery m atters and the bringing out 
of points and phraseology in the bor­ 
dereau indicating th at the w riter could 
not be Dreyfus. 
In response to questions from M aitre 
Labori and M. Demange, counsel for 
the defense, Maj. H artm ann said any 
officer attending the Chalons carop 
could have obtained suflHcient informa­ 
tion to w rite notes on the covering of 
troops and M adagascar m atters. 
Coald Have l>^iiked Ont. 
M. Labori then recalled Gen. Mer- 
cier’s attack on Capt. F rey staettcr on 
the latter declaration th at the secret 
dossier communicated to the court of 
1694 contained a document concerning 
a shell for which Gen. Mercier called 
the captain a liar. Maj. H artm ann af­ 
firmed th at it was quite possible that 
particulars about a certain shell should 
have leaked out in 1894. 
An Interestlnar Conffrontatlo«. 
An interesting confrontation between 
Gen. Deloye and Maj. H artm ann fol- 
lo>ved, the general declaring he did not 
believe the m ajor was keeping strictly 
to the tru th . Deloye then proceeded to 
point to w hat he said were inaccuracies 
in Maj. H artm ann’s testimony’. He in­ 
sisted that Dreyfus in the course of con­ 
versations with artillery ofticers, could 
have secured inform ation on the sul^- 
jects mentioned in the bordereau, to 
which the m ajor retorted th at if any 
artillery officer had been questioned by 
Dreyfus he would already have come 
forw ard to say so, as a m atter of strict 
duty. 
Gen. Deloye, questioned by M. Labori 
and M. Demange, said the inventor of 
the robin shell told him Dreyfus never 
asked him for particulars about h it 
shell except on a minor point. The gen­ 
eral added th at he came as a technical 
witness to show Dreyfus could be guil­ 
ty, adding th at it was not his business 
to say w hether he believed him innocent | 
or guilty. He could only say th at Drey- i 
ius* contention th at it was impossible i 
for him to know certain m atters re­ 
ferred to in the bordereau was untrue. 
Grovrs B xelted. 
M. Labori asked Gen. Deloye if he 
knew w hether the documents 
which 
could have been betrayed by a traitor, 
especially by the w riter of the 
bor­ 
dereau, were im portant, whereupon the 
general turned to counsel and excited­ 
ly cried; 
“Don’t ask me, don’t ask me.” 
These exclamations created a sensa­ 
tion in court, w'hich was doubled when 
Gen. Deloye added that there was suffi­ 
cient in the bordereau to establish th at 
the traitor knew the im portance of the 
docum ents he was giving up. The w it­ 
ness added: 
“When I read the bordereau I was dis­ 
mayed.” 
This ended the deposition of Maj. 
Hartm ann, who certainly was a very 
valuable witness for the defense, al­ 
though the eftcct of his testimony w'as 
somewhat weakened by Gen. Deloye’s 
theatrical statement in reply to 
M. 
Labori. 
From Gramroatieal P oint of V iew . 
The next witness, M. llavet, a mem­ 
ber of the institute, took up the bor­ 
dereau from a grammatical point 
of 
view, declaring It to be his conviction, 
after studying closely the 
styles of 
Dreyfus and Ksterhazy, th at the latter 
wrote it. 
The government commissary, Maj. 
Carrieie, asked M. Havet if he had been 
present at sessions of the court before 
he had testliied. M. Havet said “yes,” 
at which the major, with great severity, 
iaid : 
••Vou have been guilty of a grave 
breach o f Judlcinry iliscipline.” 
To this M. Havet quietly reniarlted; 
“ But I had not been summoned as a 
witness at the time 1 atteiuled the ses­ 
sion s.'* 
Maj. Carriere sat down, checkmated. 
Lvltfr» HtMMl. 
The letters exchanged betweejj Col. 
Picquart and Gen. Gonse at the #.me 
the colonel wanted a thorough lnve.sti- 
gation into the ease were then reati 
and M. Labori pointed out to Gen. 
Gonse that these letters never alluded 
to the alleged confession of Dreyfus. 
Gen, Gonse replied that it was be­ 
cause he always advised Col. Picquart 
not to mix up the Ksterhaiiy and Drey­ 
fus eases. Dreyfus, he added, bad been 
condemned and his cose could not be 
reopened, but they were bound to see 
if there was not another traitor, 
A IIIKer Cniii|tlntii(, 
The general mad© u bitter complaint 
at the fact that his letters had been 
communicated to M. Scheurer-Kestner, 
former vice president of the senate, 
who published them in a book entitled; 
“Pontius Pilate.” 
Replying to Jf. Labori, Gen, Gonse In­ 
sisted that Dreyfus having been con­ 
demned it was not his duty to go back 
tQ his case, 
Soene lletw een Oti»a# «nd 
A scene between Gen. Gonse and Col, 
Picquort followed. 
The latter being 
colled said he gave Qen. Gonse's letten» 


• letter of threata from the late Lieut. 
CoL Henry, sent with the aaient of 
Gena. Goniie and de Boisdeifre. 
^Col. Picquart added that he was not 
respoBBible for the subsequent pub­ 
lication of the letters. 
In reply Gen. Gonse said he had not 
given his assent to Henry’s letter and 
th at Col. Picquart perceived m achina­ 
tions against him everywhere. 
Picquart then declared th at at the 
same tim e he took the bordereau to 
Gen. Gonse he showed him the secret 
dossier. 
Therefore he claimed 
Gen. 
Gonse eould easily have 
acquainted 
himself with the probability th at Drey­ 
fus was innocent. 
littborl T akes Gonae In Hand. 
M. Labori then took Gen. Gonse in 
hand on the subject of tam pering with 
Col. Picquart’s correspondence, while 
the colonel was in Tunis and Gonse ad­ 
m itted th at one letter was opened and 
th at the words of this letter w'ere used 
in forging the telegram which was in­ 
tended to destroy the value of the petit 
bleu. 
The general insisted, however, 
th at only suspected letters addressed to 
Col. Picquart were opened. Picquart re­ 
plied em phatically th at all his letters 
were opened. 
Discussing the “Sepranza” letters M. 
Labori said the last letter, having been 
preserved and n o t returned 
by Col. 
Picquart m ight be considered to be a 
forgery. 
Col. Jou au st rebuked M. Labori for 
raising the discussion and counsel re­ 
torted warm ly th at he intended, accord­ 
ing to Article 319 of the code, to say 
whatever he considered proper on a 
m atter which could bring light. 
The Henry Forve#jr. 
Counsel then questioned Gen. Gonse 
on the subject of the late Lieut. Col. 
Henry’s forgery and the general replied 
th at he considered it an unfortunate 
maneuver directed against Dreyfus and 
not against Picquart, H enry desiring to. 
furnish fresh proof against Dreyfus, of 
which there was really no need, the 
witness added, as the diplomatic dossier 
contained sufficient proofs. 
M. Labori at once asked w hat they 
were, b ut Col. Jouaust refused to put 
the question. Counsel .thereupon de­ 
clared he would draw up a formal ap­ 
plication for the reading of these pa­ 
pers. 
A nother D reyfna W ltneaa. 
The next witness, M. de Fond-Lamotte, 
a iorm er officer of artillery, testified 
th a t in 1894 Col. Picquart lent him a 
firing m anual which he m ight have kept 
as long as he pleased. 
“ So,” the witness added, “there was 
little secrecy at th at time. Any officer 
could have obtained one in 
August, 
1894. Another point in favor of Drey­ 
fus is th at no probationer could have 
believed in 1894 th at he would go to the 
maneuvers.” 
“ H, as at first asserted, the bordereau 
was dated May,” the witness argued, 
“Dreyfus could not have w ritten ‘I am 
going to the maneuvers,* because a cir­ 
cular was issued in May inform ing the 
probationers th a t they would not go 
to the maneuvers, while if the border­ 
eau was dated in April, as now assert­ 
ed, Dreyfus could not have spoken of 
the firing manual, which 
was 
only 
printed at the end of May.” 
A H eated DlMCUHalon. 
Gens. Mercier and Uoget then went 
on the stage and confronted M. de 
Fond-Lamotte and a heated discussion 
ensued. 
Gen. Roget asked when the witness 
had altered his conviction in favor of 
Dreyfus and M. de Fond-Lam otte re­ 
plied : 
“At the time I was beforethe court of 
cassation 1 expected proof of my com­ 
rade’s guilt and I

“I have arrived at the conclusion th at 
full-blooded Connecticut fox is about 
as big a combination of fox, devil and 
dog as you can find. They are ungrate- 
]'ul and, unprincipled crittcrs.” 
Mr. Cahoon found his fox late last 
w inter in a road where the m other fox 
tiad dropped him while transporting 
lim to a place of safety. He clapped 
jis old felt hat over the little fellow and 
thus captured him. The fox was then 
as black as ink and as playful as a k it­ 
ten. The women folks a t Mr. Cahoon’s 
louse became mueh attached to the 
stranger and m anifested the liveliest 
interest in his welfare. 
They petted 
and fed and instructed Sir Reynard un­ 
til the animal developed into a superb 
specimen of the red fox, oddly and un- 
usuall}' splashed with black. Carlo was 
full of pleasing tricks, ond in his peace­ 
ful surroundings became a source of 
endless pleasure in Mr. Cahoon’s home. 
veryone prophesied th at here at last 
was a good fox, one th a t delighted in 
captivity and had no inclination th at 
any well-trained pet should not have. 
Mr. Cahoon, who is of a studious tu rn 
took much pains In bringing up Carlo 
n the way good foxes should go In or­ 
der to ke#p the animal away from prac­ 
tices inimical to the best interests of 
the poultry yard. 
The fox while at the end of a leash 
would leap and gambol in the cutest

way imaginable about Mr. Cahoon's 
lawn,would play for hours with rustling 
leaves, filch tidbits from the pockets of 
visitors, skulk slyly beneath the banks 
of ferns in the rockery and pretend to 
be dead, to the delight of everyone. 
All conipUmented Mr. Cahoon upon his 
rem arkable success in training a fox, 
and that gentlem an, who is a fox hunter 
of the old Connecticut type, finally be­ 
gan to believe himself th at he had at 
last found a fox th at could be tamed 
alm ost as far us a house cat. 
But recent developments in Carlo’s ca­ 
reer have led him to change his views 
upon the m atter of converting foxes, 
and he now believes that it is of no use 
whatever to try. Some weeks ago Car 
lo began to develop a strong foxlike 
restlessness after dark and to Insist up­ 
on sleeping in the daytim e. This was 
the beginning of the end. One night 
early last week the cunning brute got 
out of his house, and, going to Mr. Cn- 
hoon's henroost, quietly picked out a 
red gam« rooster, which Mr. Cahoon 
valued at ten dollars. The fox took the 
rooster to the woods and devoured It, 
and the next m orning was capering as 
usual about the lawn.

Pilipinos Shell Town of Angelea 
with Big Guns. 


FAIL TO DISLODGE THE AMERICANS.

Manila, Sept. 4.—The insurgents made 
an unsuccessful attem pt early Saturday 
morning to drive Col. Smith’s command 
out of Angeles with artillery, the first 
time they attem pted to use this nrm 
for months. They brought two krupp 
guns from Pornc and fired eight shrap­ 
nels at the town ut dawn. Only a few 
of the shells exploded, and, the aim oi 
the gunners being bad, no damage >vas 
done. Lieut. Kenley's guns of the First 
artillery were brought into action im­ 
mediately and soon drove the enemy 
from their position. 
At 4:30 o’clock Stinday morning a 
small party of insurgents fired on Gua- 
gua, which Is held by two companies of 
the Ninth regim ent of infantry, sup­ 
ported by the gunboat Laguna de Bay. 
One native resident was wounded. The 
enemy was driven off by infantry fire 
and the guns of the gunboat. 
8tronvhol«l C nptnred. 
Manila, Sept. 4.—Argogula, the most 
impregnable stronghold of the bands 
which have been destroying plantntions 
and levying tribute on the people of 
Negros, was taken Tuesday by the Sixth 
infantry, under Lieut. Col. Byrne. 
The 
only means of reaelAug the town was 
up an almost perpendicular hill cov­ 
ered with dense shrubbery and 1,000 
feet high. The Americans accom pli^ed 
this under fire, and an otlicer and sev­ 
eral men were hit and rocks were rolled 
down u])on them. The native strength 
wa.s estim ated at 400. Many of the in- 
surjrents were wounded and captured 
and 21 were killed. 
'I'he 
American 
forces captured a quantity of stores and 
destroyed the fortifications. 
Trnniaport A shore. 
Kobe, Japan, Sept. 4.—The United 
States transport Morgan City has been 
wrecked near a s^nail town called 
Onomichi, which is located on the in­ 
land sea. The vessel was bound for Ma­ 
nila and had nearly 1,000 recruits on 
board for the American commander in 
the Philippines. 
An urgent dispat(fli 
was received here which asked that pro­ 
visions be sent im m ediately to the point 
where the troops were landed from the 
ship. The m essage said that the vessel 
had struck a rock and had been run 
aground in order that the lives of the 
soldiers might be saved. No casualfTes 
were reported. 
Provisions are being 
hurried from this city to the scene of 
the accident. 
R ebels D riv en B nek. 
Manila, Sept. 4, 5 a. m.—Five men 
from Col. Bell’s regim ent attacked a 
rebel outpost near 1‘orac. The rebels 
were driven back after a short fight, in 
which one American was killed aud one 
wounded. 
Sailed fo r Home. 
Late Sunday afternoon the Kansas 
rcgtiment embarked on big barges in 
the river and were towed to the United 
States transport Tartar, the regim ental 
flag flying and the men cheering and 
singing.

When 
he left the white house he deelijuil to 
be linierviewed as to what had trans­ 
pired in the cojiference further than to 
say that he had given the president the 
results of his observations in the Phil­ 
ippines as concisely as he could. The

Tliat policy 1 must adhere 
to now, and whatever is made public 
of the subject jaust come from other 
source.^, not from me.” 
Mr. Sehurman’s views are valuable 
to the presideni, mainly as they relate 
to the future government of the islands 
after peace has been established. lie 
is not supimsed to know anything of the 
military situation. 
Presitlent McKin­ 
ley is ilependin«-entirely upon (Jen. Otis 
foi’ a lejjort on that jjhase of the ques- 
tion. One of his intimate friends says, 
thoufjf’h, that Mr, Schurman favors the 
govennnent of the Philippines by 
a 
cotnnilssion after pi-ace has been re­ 
stored—a commission soinewhat sim­ 
ilar to that which governs the District 
of Coluniljda. He would not admit that 
much, but private letters recently re- 
ceived here indicate that he has"this 
idea In mind. 
The commission which he is under­

Philadelphia, Sept. 4.—Unless 
ail 
gns fail the national encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, which 
will be held in profusely-decorated Phil­ 
adelphia during this >veek, will be the 
most imposing patriotic event of its 
class in American history, liesides tTie 
50.000 veterans enrolled as comrades 
who will be the city’s guests of honor, 
is estimated that not fewer than 
250.000 other visitors will come to Phila­ 
delphia from all parts of the country, 
and the number may mount 
up 
to 
500,000. 
Illinois will send 13 posts of 1,000 men 
Itogether, and these, after their fitting 
reception at the hands of local veterans, 
will be escorted, one post to the Strat­ 
ford hotel, one to Alsace and Lorraine 
hall, one to Clerk’s hall, six to the Third 
regiment armory and four to Camp Sex­ 
ton, at Uelniont, out in Fairmount park. 
At the latter spot on a picturesque slope 
on the side of a green hill overlooking 
some of the most attractive sections of 
Philadelphia 2,700 large Nvhite tents flap 
open their welcome to nearly 12,000 men 
who will there encamp. 
W n rs h ip s A rriv e . 
A great crowd gathered along the Del­ 
aware river front Sunday to watch the 
arrival of the warships. The North At- 
antic squadron, composed of the ilag- 
hip New York, cruiser Hrooklyn, bat­ 
tleships Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Texas, under command of Jtear Admiral 
Sampson, arrived off the center of the 
city at 1:30 p. m. 
The fleet had an­ 
chored at Bombay Hook, about.55 miles 
down the river, Saturday night 
and 
weighed anchor at seven o’clock in the 
morning and proceeded up the river. A 
reception committee composed of May­ 
or Ashbridge, the local G. A. R. commit­ 
tee and several city officials, left the 
League Island navy yard at 9:30 on 
board the government tug Samoset to 
meet the squadron. The ships were 
met off Chester, Pa., and the reception 
committee boarded the flagship and 
formally welcomed the admiral to Phil­ 
adelphia. 
From Chester to this city, a distance 
of 17 miles, the «fleet wa« tendered al­ 
most a continuous ovation. 
Steam 
whistles of factories, locomotives and 
river craft made a great noise, to which 
was added the cheers of the multitudes 
along both the Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey shores. The squadron presented 
a magnificent appearance as it steamed 
slowly up the river. The New York led 
the way, with the Brooklyn, Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Texas following in 
the order named. The flagship dropped 
anchor off Market street, and the other 
vessels swept gracefully by with their 
crews at attention. They all dropped 
anchor to the north of the flagship, 
forming a single column, and will re­ 
main in that position until they sail 
away at the latter part of the week. 
The cruiser Detroit 
arrived several 
hours later and anchored south of the 
flagship. The gunboat Nashville is ex- 
lected to join the squadron to-day or 
Tuesday. 
Of the flve big ships that arrived 
Sunday, the New York, Brooklyn, Mas­ 
sachusetts and Indiana were buiit in 
this city, and the people evinced the 
greatest interest in them, it being their 
first appearance in these waters since 
the close of the war.

Business is paralysed, the price.s 
of foodstuffs are rapidly rising, half the 
houses are em pty, and the olher.s are ten­ 
anted by people who do not pay rent, the 
landlords being glad enoug'h to have them 
as occupants in order to insure some sort 
of protection to the property. 
The ten­ 
sion has reached the snapping point. Bank­ 
ruptcy and starvation are staring people 
in the face. 
Another fortnight of sus­ 
pense will result in a complete commercial 
collapse. 
The banks are thronged with 
people anxious to w ithdraw their gold, and 
the railways are besieged by those who 
wish to get aw ay."

The outer key hoU 
ifi the first secret ot the box, and

usually hidden 
under

iron band that embellishes the chest. 
After raising the first lid there is one 
or two more that must be opened, and 
the locks or bars of these are equally 
hidden—though in most cases 
simple 
to the ingenuity of the 
Yankee sol­ 
diers. 
The whole contrivance la a rel­ 
ic of. Spanish feudaiiera. and as a place 
of safety is an easily solved toy to the 
ingenious American.
